(3) Tn the absence of a val d nomination by members, the 
executor or administrators of the deceased member or a 
holder of succession certificate issued under Part X of the 
Indian Succession Act, 1925 (39 of 1925) shall be the only 
persons who may be recognised by the Trust as having any 
title to the units. 

(4) Any person becoming entitled to a unit consequent 
upon the death or bankruptcy of a member may, upon pro* 
ducing such evidence as to his title, as the Trust shall consider 
sufficient, be paid the repurchase value of all units to the 
credit of the deceased at par along with such dividend as is 
more specifically given under Clause VI or at such rate as 
may be determined by the Trust after the formalities in con¬ 
nection with the claim have been compiled with by the 
claimant. In the event the nominee is a person eligible to 
hold units then at the desire of the said nominee, the nominee 
may instead of receiving the repurchase value of all units to 
the credit of the deceased shall be permitted to hold jhe units 
ns a member and continue to remain registered as a mem¬ 
ber and shall be issued a Membership advice in his name in 
lespect of units so desired to be Held subject to the condition 
regarding minimum holdings. 

XVIXL Transfer of Units :

1. Substituted for 

“(I) Every member shall be entitled to transfer the units 
or any of the units held bv him an instrument in writing in 
a form approved by the Chairman of the Trust provided that 
no transfer shall be registered if the registration thereof would 
result is the transferor or the transferee being a holder of a 
number of units not being a multiple of hundred. 

(2) Every instrument of transfer shull be signed by the 
transferor and the transferee and the transferor shall be dee¬ 
med to remain the holder of the units transferred until the 
name of the transferee is entered in the register in respect 
thereof, 

- (3) Every instrument of transfer shall be duly stamped (if 
under the law it requires to be stamped and left with the 
Tutsi for registration along with the relevant Unit cer¬ 
tificate or certificates and such other evidence as the Trust 
may require in support of the title of the transferor or his 
right to transfer of units, for purposes of calculation of 
the value of stamps to be affixed. The value of each unit 
shall be Rs. 10/- i.c. at par.

(4) Every instrument of transfer shall be lodged with the 
Tiust for registration at least a month before the period of 
closure of books (twice a year) along with the relevant cer¬ 
tificate. If the transfer is registered in the books of the 
Trust after the period of book closure as the case may be the 
dividend acciuing for the relative half year will be paid to 
the transferor. 

(5) When the units are issued in the official name, they 
shall be deemed to be transferred without any instrument 
of transfer from each holder of the office to the succeeding 
holder of the office on and from the date on which the latter 
takes charge of the office. When the holder of the office 
transfers the units so held to a person not being his succes¬ 
sor in office the transfers shall be made by an instrument of 
transfer signed by the holder of the office under the name 
of the office.

Thereafter div'dend 
will be declared at the rate of 28% p.a. on quarterly basis 
for the third, fourth and fifth years of the scheme respectively. 

The income distribution for each quarter shall be made 
will be declared at the rate of 28% p.a. on quarterly basis 
payable at the end of that quarter and will be paid by the 
Tiust under such prepayment arrangements by means of in¬ 
come distribution warrants or any instrument encashable at 
par at the branches of such bank ns the Trust may specify.

Under both the options, bonus dividend may be declared 
at the end of 3rd year and paid on maturity, 

XXII. Publication of accounts 

The Trust shall as soon as may be after the 30th June of 
each year cause to be published in tuch manner as the Board 
may decide , accounts in the manner specified by the Board, 
showing the woiking of th? scheme during the pe?iod ending 
on 30th June. The Trust shall, on request in writing recei¬ 
ved from a member, furnish him a copy of the account so 
published, 

XXIII. Additions and amendments to scheme 

The Board may from time to time add to or otherwise 
amend this schema and any amendment thereof will be noti¬ 
fied in the Official Gazette. 
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XXfV. Termination of the Scheme 

The Scheme shall stand finally terminated on 30-09-1998. 
The outstanding units of th« members shall be repurchased 
and the members shall be paid the value of their units at the 
repurchase uric? fix;d for the final repurchase during the 
above period. Besides receiving the repurchase price determin¬ 
ed, no further benefit of any kind cither (by way of increase 
in th' repurchase value or by way o»f dividend for any subse¬ 
quent period shall accrue and the repurchase value will be 
paid by the Tni'f as early as possible after the Membership 
advice with fho form for repurchase duly completed has 
been received by it other procedural and operational formali¬ 
ties are complied with.

A copy of this scheme incorporating all amendments there¬ 
to shall be made available for inspecrion at the offices of 
the Trust at all time during its business hours on payment of 
a sum of Rs. 5/- (Rupees five only). 

XXVIl, Benefits to the members : 

All benefits ncc tiling under the Scheme in respect of capital 
reserves and surplus, if any, available at the time of the 
closure of the scheme shall be distributable only among the 
members who hold the units at its closure, 

XXVIII. Power to construe provisions 

Should any doubt arise to the interpretation of any of 
lh<* provisions of the scheme. Chairman or in his absence 
the executive Trustee shall have powers to construe the pro¬ 
visions of tiie Scheme, in so far such construction is not in 
any manner prejudicial or contrary to the basic structure of 
th? Scheme and huc'i decision shall be final, conclusive and 
binding.

2. Clause 4 on Application for units in the provisions of 
the scheme is amended as follows : 

“Application for imit3 imeVr this scheme irinv be made by 
any adult i.c. parent, relative or friend (Resident/Non-Resi-

"In respect of a Non-resident Indian applicant, the member¬ 
ship certificate bearing the child’s name may be sent to 
the address giv*n in the application or to the address of the 
applicant’s bank in India which is an authorised dealer or 
to the bank in the applicant’s country of permanents/ 
present residence.”

“In cag of non-resident child, scholarship amount shall
